FACES REFERENDUM TODAY 



Model Parliament 
to be elected also 

The campus goes to the polls 
today to elect this year's Model 
Parliament. 

The prime minister of the 
house will be the leader of the 
elected party. The potential 
P.M.'s are Charles Shannon of 
•the C.T.C.M., Cliff Post of the 
Liberals, Bill Lenlhan of the 
N.D.P., Fred Harris of the Pro- 
gressive Conservatives, and 
David Dent of the YCL. 

Campaigning, during the last 
ten days, has been extensive. 
The Union Ballroom was avail- 
able to each party for speakers 
who expounded the virtues of 
their respective parties. Political 
literature flooded the campus. 
The Model Parliament Commit- 
tee, sponsored four forums on 
political affairs, In which all 
party leaders were quizzed by 
chairman and audience alike. 

The parliament will sit from 
rel)ruary 9 to 11, from 7 to 11 pm. 
It will run according to the 
rules of the .Canadian House of 
Commons. There " will be sixty 
scats, allotted to each party ac- 
cording to the percentage of the 
total student vote obtained res- 
pectively. 

The organization has been 
directed by the steering commit- 
tee under George Kulanck, chair- 
man; Betsy Brugler, secretary; 
and Ken Elliott, publicity chair- 
man. The five parties decided 
on the rules for the operation 
of - the campaign week In ad- 
vance.

The Conitilulion which hps been put to a referendum 
today is more than the sum of its parts. It cannot be voted 
on piece*by-piece, and, more important, it should not be 
voted against because of disagreement with any single 
provision. Today, more than ever before, there ore reasons 
why a Constitution mutt not be dated. 

Events have transpired in student affairs during the 
past few years that have effectively changed the role of 
the student in society. He has come to realize that In order 
to have his ever increasing demands for political, social, 
economic and educational reforms met, he- himself must 
acltvely participate. Often, however, he has found himself 
badly equipped for carrying out this task, having no man- 
dale from his follows to clearly define his role. This is the 
tirea in which a Constitution, whether because of an excès- 
sive rigidity or laxness, determines the speed with which 
progress is achieved. 

This proposed Constitution does mirror the changing 
emphasis in student affairs during the last few years; the | 
provision for a Vice-President for External Affairs, for ex-' 
ample, reflects an increasing and very real involvement 
in provincial and national affairs. 

Hundreds of students will be affected by financial 
changes if the proposed Constitution is passed today. But 
if enough of them self-righleously refuse to vote because 
they "don't, know enough about the issues", they will effec- 
tively prevent the passage of a'flexible Constitution which 
can perform the functions our Students' Society has already 
demonstrated that it requires. 

There is.no excuse for not voting: (he Constitution 
reprinted on pages 4 and 5 is short enough to read during 
lunch, the polls are open till 5, and students may vote In 
practically every campus building, regardless of faculty. 



TwO'Thirds Majority 
Of 20'^o Vote Needed 
To Pass Revisions 

Voting on the proposed revision of the Students' Society 
Constitution, as amended at Monday's Open Meeting,, will take 
place from 9 am until 5 pm today. For the referendum to be of 
any effect whatsoever, at least 20 per cent of the Society — about 
2,000 students — must vote. Two thirds of these votes must be 
affirmative, If the revised Constitution Is to be adopted. 



The text of the revision ap- 
pears on pages 4 and 5 of today's 
Oatltf. 

Polling stations have been set 
up in the Arts Building, Physical 
Sciences Centre, Leacock Build- 
ing, McConnell Engineering 
Building, Students' Union, med- 
ical building, and In the main 
lobbies of Royal Victoria College, 
Bishop Mountain Hall, and the 
Law Building. In addition, med- 
ical, dental and nursing students 
who are at the Montreal General 
Hospital may vote at the Dental 
Clinic from 9 am to 4 pm. 

Unlike most campus 'elections, 
students may vote at any of 
these polling stations, regardless 
of their faculty. Ballots for 
Model Parliament will be . avail- 
able at the same polls. 

The decision to submit the 
proposed constitution to referen- 
dum — In effect, to amend the 
present Constitution — was taken 
. at Monday's Open Meeting by 
a vote of more than 300. Only 



Krassner amuses audience with outspokenness

"The gaps between what

ought to do. , 

The gap between satire and 
reality has long since closed, said 
Krassner. Satirical stories he has 
run in The Realist have been 
taken as fact, not because they 
were particularly well done but 
because life has begun to parody 
Itself. He quoted as an example 
the story that homosexuality 
might provide an answer to the 
problem of birth control — a 
story later accepted as having 
some basis in fact. 

Asked why he seemed to bristle 
whenever he was accused of bad 
taste, Krassner quite reasonably 
pointed out that his reaction was 
due to the .tightness of his under- 



wear. Not only that; the contrast 
between the poor lighting In the 
building and the bright lighting 
in the Men's Room worried him. 
Was this, he wondered aloud, to 
facilitate literate graffiti 7 : . 

As for bad taste, Krassner felt 
that the question of what, was and 
what was not to be unanswerable. 
Bad taste, he offered, is "indefina- 
ble"; people have things about 
different things. His "mother 
poster", for example, which he 
held up to a captivated audience. 
This turned out to be a simple, 
boldly-printed slogan which said 
"♦ • • • Communism". "♦ • • ♦", 
Krassner point out, could be more 
acceptable if It were rendered as 
"Sleep Communism", or even, 
"have a meaningful relationship

ISO votes are required to call 
a referendum. 

The Open meeting accepted 
two and rejected one sub-amend- 
ment published in the Daily of 
January 25. 

The accepted sub-amendments 
Involve making the Intcr-Resl- 
dcncc Council a member of the 
Board of Regular Committees, 
and insuring that at least one 
Arts and one Science student 
are among the three Arts & 
Science Representatives elected 
yearly (if the new constitution 
goes through). 

The meeting rejected a third 
sub-amendment, which would 
have placed the President of the 
Women's Union on the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Students' 
Council. As the proposed consti- 
' tution now stands, the WU Pre- 
sident. Is a member of the Stu- 
dents'. Council, a p6siU<m|Mdoj^ 
ous to her actuarposiOonirSiï^îhe' 
SEC at present. 

Five modifications to the 
original revision were submitted 
by Bill Fraiberg, the Chairman 
of . the Constitution Revision 
Committee and moverj- or the 
anienâméni- to the piineht' cons- 
titution (le, the revised constitu- 
tion). 

Only one of these changes was 
substantive — It included the 
Graduate Nursing Students'

On- ÂâiMÎ^I, 1962, The United States' 
"Communications Satellite Act of 1962" be- 
came law. That law authorized the establish- 
ment/within the United States of a private 
business enterprise to be called the Com- 
munications Satellite Corporation (Comsat). 
By January 1963 a Board of Incorporators, 
appointed by the President of the United 
States, had completed the necessary legal 
formalities to give Comsat existence as a 
jural entity. 

During the latter half of 1963 and early 
1964, representatives of the United States 
Government and Comsat participated in ex- 
tensive talks with officials from other nations, 
considering the establishment of an inter- 
national system of satellite communications, 
in which it was hoped, a substantial number 
of countries would participate. Participation 



was • understood to include sharing of the 
costs of establishing the system, having 
services of the system made available to the 
nation concerned, and actively taking part 
in decision-making with regard to the nature, 
extent, rates and policy formulation of the 
entire system. 

On July 21, 196'4, a Plenipotentiary Con- 
ference was convened in Washington, D.C. 
to establish interim arrangements for a 
global commercial communications satellite 
system. Canada was one of the attending 
nations, and the first to formally sign two 
Agreements finalized at that Conference. 

The "Agreement , Establishing Interim Ar- 
rangements for a Global Commercial Com- 
munication Satellite System" and the ac- 
companying "Special Agreement", both 
opened for signature on August 20, 1964, 
have now been signed by nineteen nations. 
Participation in the proposed system by 
signatory states is based upon mathematical

computations of their anticipated shore of 
traffic utilization in the system. The amount 
of each nation's contribution to the cost of 
the system, and the percentage of its vote 
on the controlling Committee of the Con- 
sortium created by the Agreements, is to 
reflect the proportion of expected utilization 
by each country. 

In the final analysis, because the lion's 
share of the research and development of 
the system has been done in the United 
States, and because the United States is the 
overwhelmingly predominant investor in the 
field of satellite communications, the United 
States is accorded sixty-one percent of the 
total vote on the Committee of. the Con- 
sortium. In effect, the United States, through 
its private corporation Comsat, has obtained 
a position of nearly exclusive control of 
world satellite communications. 

Control of communications media has long 
been recognized as the first vital .step in 
controlling society. Whether it is appropriate, 
justifiable, desirable or inevitable that the 
emerging systeipfi of global satellite com- 
munications should be subject to such uni- 
lateral control is a profound and perplexing 
question. Serious thought must be given to 
this question today. 

By the terms of the 1964 Agreements, 
the interim arrangements now in force are 
to be re-examined, and a permanent set of 
arrangements ore to be drawn up, at a 
conference to be held sometime in 1969. 
It is not too early for every government in 
the world to turn Its serious attention to the 
potentials of that 1969 conference.

We cannot begrudge them the privilege of de- 
bating these issues, nor can we take them to task for lying awake 
nights in great anxiety over the pressing problems facing our nat- , 
ion; however, we can expect a student parliament to present a 
mature and stimulating series of debates with some originality. 

Bring back the days when the price of hogs was discussed, 
when MP's appeared in costume as caricatures of our national 
leaders and brought down the house with their satiric rhetoric. 
Let CTCM turn the clocks inside out and let us restore the GNU 
Party to power. Where are the Neo-Radlcals and who can rally 
enough friends to get an independent seat? 

How long has it been since a really clean hustling campaign 
and why were all the Daily', in the Arts Building one day last 
week stuffed with one party's literature? 

Perhaps what we need it a "mock parliament". If what we 
have now is a modal then we have the wrong thing. Our MP's will 
never tolve national problems in the Ballroom, and the scarcity 
of oliierver. in the "galle^" ha. shown' that the format we have 
Is net attractive to even a minuit percentage of students. Let's 
step up tht debate, set time limits on each motion, let the go- 
vernment fall. If need be and provide the material to offer a good 
crowd an entertaining and provocative evening.

Questions 
Validity Of 
Constitution 

Dear Madam : 

According to the present Con- 
stitution of the Students' Soci- 
ety, any proposed amendment 
shall be published in the McGill 
Daily at least two weeks prior 
to the Open Meeting. The Con- 
stitution goes on to re. d : 

"Alternate amendments shall 
be published in the McGill Daily 
at least one week prior to siich 
a meeting. An alternate amend- 
ment shall apply only to the 
same section or sections of the 
Articles affected by the amend- 
ment proposed in the preceding 
week." / 

This article clearly renders 
the adoption of the five modifi- 
cations of the original text of 
the new Constitution proposed 
by Mr. Fraiberg at the Open 
Meeting of February 1, 1065 un- 
constitutional. 

It is unfortunate that not 
many students arc aware of the 
correct procedures as regards 
constitutional amendment or ' 
open meetings. It is even more 
unfortunate that it is not ex- 
plained to them when and how 
such procedures are being used. 
Among other questions, I would 
like to know if one can delete 
one article of the proposed 
Constitution without getting rid 
. of the entire Constitution. None- 
theless, lest the miiin grievance 
of this letter be overlooked, It 
now looks as if the student body 
is going to vote in the referen- 
dum for a Constitution already 
unconstitutional.

Ed, note: In order to clear up 
any doubts as to the constitu- 
tiomlty of today's referendum, 
Ed Boulter, ihe vice-president 
of the .Students' Soctcty, has 
been asked to answer the ques' 
tions raised in Mr. Schecter's 
letter. 

Dear Madam, 

Article X, Section (6) of the 
present constitution states, 
"The authority on procedure 
at meetings ot the Students' 
Society shall be 'Cushing's 
ManuaLof^Parliamentary Prac- 
tice* "^In^chapter IV, "On the 
introduction of business", ar- 
ticle 56a, Cu.ihing states in 
part lhal "any motion or-re^ 



solution may be withdrawn or 
modified by the mover at any 
time before a decision, amend- 
ment, or ordering. of the. yeas 
and nays, except a motion to 
reconsider, which shall not be 
withdrawn without the leave of 
the Senate (i.e. the assembly)." 

It is clear then that parlia- 
mentary procedure allows mo- 
dification of a motion by its 
mover and does not consider 
these modifications aa amend- 
ments to the motion, as would 
be the case if these modifica- 
tions were proposed by parties 
other than the original mover.

Graduate Studies and Research who 
are non-resident students, or full-time 
members of the teaching staff. (New 
provision). 

(2) Partial Students — Partial students 
talcing less than three courses shall have 
all the privileges of membership, except 
that they may not be elected to the Stu- 
dents' Council or to the executive of any 
Regular Committee. (New provision). 

Article IV - Officers 

(1) The officers of the Students' Society 
shall be a President, a Vice-President (In- 
ternal Affairs), a Vice-President (External 
Affairs), a Secretary-Treasurer, and a 
Comptroller. (New provision). 

(2) Duties 

(a) The President as chief executive offi- 
cer shall preside at all meetings of the 
Students' Society, shall be chairman of tho 
Students' Council and of Its Executive 
Committee, Chairman of the Beard of Re- 
gular Committees and an ex officio mem- 
bes of the Executive of all Regular Com- 
miltees. He shall represent the members 
on all official occasions. (New provision). 

(b) The Vice-President (Internal Affairs) 
shall perform the duties of the President 
in the absence of the latter and shall be 
responsible to the Executive Committee of 
the Students' Legislative Council for the 
operation of all activities save those within 
the responsibility of tho Vice-President 
(External Affairs). (New prevision). 

(c) The Vice-President (External Affairs) 
shall be responsible to the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Students' Legislative Council 
for relations with ether student commu- 
nities, governments, and the general pu- 
blic. (New provision). 

(d) The Secretary-Treasurer shall be 
custodian of all records, - ledgers, receipts 
or documents of any nature whatsoever 
belonging to or deallrg with the affairs 
of the Society. Kle snail be in charge of all 
receipts and disbursements and shall be 
the Secretary of the Students' Legislative 
Council, of its Executive Committee, and 
of the Board of Regular Committees. (New 
provision). 

(e) The Comptroller shall supervise all 
disbursements. 

Article V~ Committees 

(1) Regular Committees of the Students' 
Society shall be: 

(a) All School and faculty societies the 
majority of whose members are candidates 
for their first university degree, except the 
Graduate Nursing Students' Society which 
shall be a sub-committee of the Post-Gra- 
duate Students' Society. (New provision). 

(b) All other school and faculty societies. 

(New provision). 

(c) The Women's Union. 

(d) The 'Students' Alhielics Council. 

(e) The Women's Athletic Association. 
(New provision). 

,(f) The Inter-Residence Council. (New 
provision). 

(2) All other student organlzatloni shall 
bo standing committees of the Students' 
Society. .' - > 
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Article YI-Fees 



(1) Members of the school and faculty 
societies under Article V (i) shall be re- 
quired to pay an annual fee. of $24.00 to 
the Students' Society. .(New provition). 

(2) Members of the school and faculty so- 
cieties under Article V (b) shall be requir- 
ed to pay an annual fee of $14.50 to the 
Students' Society. (New provision). 

(3) Partial students taking less than three 
courses shall be required to pay an annual 
fee of ten dollars ($10.00) to the Students' 
Society. 

(4) Members of all Regular Commitleet 
under both Articles V (i)|(:a) . and V (i) 
(b) shall also pay an annual fee to be de- 
cided from time to time by a referendum 
of each of these committees. (New provis- 
ion). 

(5) The above sums shall be collected by 
the University Cashier with the regular 
tuition fees. 

(6) The Secretary-Treasurer of the Stu- 
dents' Society shall receive these fees from 
the University and deposit them in a char- 
tered banit or with the University. 

Article VII -Grants 

The Women's Union shall receive a mini- 
mum annual grant of fifteen hundred dol- 
lars ($1500.00) from the Students' Society. 
(New provision). 

Article VIII 

- Students' Council 

(1) The governing authority of the- Stu- 
dents' Society shall be vested In the Stu- 
dents' Council. It shall be the only re- 
cognized medium, the Students' Athletics 
Council and the Women's Athletic Asso- 
ciation excepted by the terms of Article 
XIV (1) and (3), between the Students' 
Society and the University authorities and 
the general public. (New provision)^ 

(2) The Students' Council shall be com- 
posed of the following members:

suing a B. Sc. degree and one of 
whom Is pursuing a B.A. degree. (New 
provision). 

(g) Two representatives from tha Faculty 
of Graduate Studies and Research. 
(New provision). 

(h) Two representatives from the stu- 
- dents In the Faculty of Engineering. 

(1) One representetive from each of thé 
following groups:

(3) Meetings — Meetings shall be on 
such days and at such hours as the Presi- 
dent shall deem fit. The Secretary-Treasu- 
rer shall give the members Individual no- 
tice at least forty-eight hours before each 
meeting. Two thirds of the members shall 
constitute a quorum. A meeting shall be 
called by the Secretary-Treasurer upon the 
receipt by him of a written request signed 
by two thirds of the members of Council. 

(4) Committees — Committees chosen by 
the Council may from time to time be 
appointed to execute such business as it Is 
the duty of the Council to perform. The 
President shall appoint the Chairman of 
the Finance Committee from among the 
membership of the Council. (New provi* 
slon). 

(5) Discipline — Except In cases of cheat- 
ing In examinations, the Students' Council 
shall have thé right to summon, hear and 
discipline any member of the Students' So- 
ciety for an offence against the rules and 
regulations of the University or of the Stu- 
dents' Society, for disorderly conduct at 
any student activity,, or for the dishonest 
handling of any funds of the Students' So- 
ciety or its Committees. Any person so sum- 
moned shall be confronted by persons 
bearing witness against him, and shall have 
the right to call witnesses on his behalf. 
The Students' Council shall be empowered 
by a vole of not less then a majority of 
its members to suspend the privileges of 
membership in the Students' Society for 
the remainder of the session In which the 
offence occurred and to impose a fine of 
up to S50.00 and the costs of any physical 
damage or injury Incurred by the offense. 
All disciplinary actions taken by the. Stu. 
dents' Council shall be reported to the Se- 
nate, and in cases where a more severe 
penalty than those stipulated above is 
deemed necessary, the Students' Council 
shall be empowered to refer the matter to 
the Senate and to recommend what penelty 
the Senate should Impose. Any penalty Im- 
posed by the Students' Council shall ba 
communicated In writing to the member 
concerned. However, any member of the 
Students' Society who is disciplined by the 
Students' Council shall have the right to 
appeal to the Senate from the decision of 
the Students' Council. 

(6) McGill Delly — Tha Students' Coun- 
cll shall be responsible for the manage- 
ment and control of the McGiil Daily 
through the Editor-in-Chief. In the edito- 
rial columns of the McGill Daily, the Ma- 
naging Board shall be free to express wha- 
tever opinion It holds save that no édite* 
riel shall .express or imply any but a neu- 
tral attitude In discussing any student 
election. (New provision). 

(7) Publication of Minutes — The mi- 
nutes of the meetings of the Students' 
Council shall be posted on the school and 
faculty notice boards in their ' entirety, 
except for those sections concerning tha 
salaried employees of the Students' Society. 
(New provision). 



(8) Publication of Resolulimt^fîie Stu- 
dents' Council shall publish annually in the 
Students' Handbook such of its resolutions 
as it considers should be of ready access 
to the members of the Students' Society.

(b) All representatives except those 
from the Faculty of Graduate Studies and 
Research shall be elected by the students 
of their respective faculties or .schools 
between November 20th and December 10th 
of each year. The representatives from the 
Faculty of Graduate Studies and Research 
shall be elected between February 22nd 
and March 7th of each year. 

(c) Nominations shall be signed by 25 
students of the faculty or school that the 
nominee it to represent or by 25 per cent 
of the students of the faculty or school, 
whichever is less. Nominations must be in 
the hands of the Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Students' Society at least ten days before 
the date of the election and published by 
him In the McGill Daily at least one week 
before the date of the election. Voting shall 
be by ballot. 

(d) The representatives shall servo for 
the calendar yeai; feliowing their election, 
except for the representatives from the fe- 
culty o^ Graduate Studies and Research 
who shall serve for the fiscal year following 
their election. 

(5) Elections shall be conducted, in accor- 
dance with the electorel by-laws of the 
Students' Council. 

(6) (e) The Secretary-Treasurer shall be 
chosen by the Students' Legislative Council 
to hold office for the fiscal year, the con- 
tinuation of the egreement depending on 
ratification of each successive Council. He 
shall not bo a member of the Society and 
shall be peid a salary. 

(b) The Comptroller shall be appointed

Article XVI - Referendum 

A referendum may be held in the following 
circumstances and under the fo^owing

(1) A meeting of the Students' Society 
must first have been called to consider the 
specific question to be covered by the re- 
ferendum. 

(2) If a quorum Is not present as Indi- 
cated in Article XV (4) above, an Unoffi- 
cial Meeting must be held to discuss the 
question. 

(3) The Students' Council may, at its dis- 
cretion, hold a referendum on any or all of 
the questions which were discussed at the 
Official or Unofficial Meeting of the So- 
clety. 

(4) For the referendum to be of any 
effect whatsoever, at least twenty per cent 
of the members of the Students' Society 
must vote. 

(5) A decision taken by a referendum 
shall be as binding as a decision of a Stu- 
dents' Society Meeting. 

(6) The referendum shall be conducted 
by the Students' Council under the direct 
iurisdiction of its Chief Returning Officer. 

Article XVII - Amendments 

(1) This Constitution may be amended 
only by an affirmative vote of two-thirds 
of a referendum of the Students' Society. 

(New provision) 

(2) A proposed amendment shall be put 
to a referendum only if a minimum of 
150 members have so voted at an Official 
or. Unofficial Meeting of the Students' 
Society. (New provision) 

(3) The proposed amendment shall be 
published In the McGill Daily at least two 
weeks prior to such a meeting. (New 
provision) 

(4) Sub-amendments shall be published 
In the McGill Daily at least one week prior 
to such a meeting. A sub-amendment shall 
apply only to the same section or sections 
of the Article affected by the amendment 
proposed In the preceding week. A pro- 
positd amendment shall be put to ' a 
referendum within two weeks after a 
minimum of 150 members have so voted 
at an Official or Unofficial Meeting of the 
Students' Society. (New provision) 

(5) These amendments will not become 
effective until approved by the University.

There must, 
for this reason, be Parliamentary 
Reforms made which will prevent 
any recurrence of such fiascos as 
the Flag "Debate". 

The New Democratic Party re- 
cognizes the need for. positive 
action in our government. Over 
the ' past year, an immense back- 
log of unsolved problems has been 
added to the already almost de- 
bilitating list of unfinished and 
unattempted Parliamentary busi- 
ness. The New Democrats offer 
positive solutions to Canada's 
problems, and* ask for your vote 
on February 3 in order that we 
might begin at the University level 
to set an example which, hope- 
fully, our adult leaden may soon 
bcghi to follow.

He 
knew many Socialists but he had 
observed none- of them taking 
degrees in factory work. 
"Wouldn't it be funny it 1 were 
really pissing behind this thing," 
he not unfairly pointed out as, 
half-hidden behind the lectern, 
he poured himself drink. His 
audience, who secnied in their 
questions eager (o display them- 
, selves as Realist readers, hearti- 
ly agreed. 

As to why he published his 
magazine, he said he found it 
was fun. "If I stopped having 
fun doing it, I wouldn't to it." 
And he liked America because 
it was one of the few places : 
where he would be allowed to do 
it.
